Suc were the horrible Contequences of this Se/- 
denying Ordinance, which deprived all Men of Truft 
who were interefted in the faithful Application of it, 
and raifed up a Power too mighty for the Parliament to 
cope with, eftablifhed in the Hands of thofe, who 
were neither their Members, their Servants, nor them 
Friends, and who led chat Army to the Doors of the 
two Houfes ; which whilft it continued under the Com- 
mand of the Members, would have made the Propo- 
fition fatal to the boldeft Man alive, had any been fo 
dasimg as to own it. 

It is abfurd and unjuft, to attribttte this Effeét merely 
to Military Power ; had thas peernany Power continued 
in the Parliament, it neve d have offer’d Violence 
to the Parliament: But it was by wrefling Military 
Power from them, that wicked aud defigning Men be- 
came. able to turn it ufon them: And had they -not, 
through’ their Own Infatnation, given Place to Fraud, 
they never could have been the Victims of Force, but 
muft have continued the Maffers of the Army, had they 
not by their own Act made the Army Moffers of the 
Parliament. a 

Ty this is not always the Intention of Se/f denying 
Laws, yet I will affirm it is always the Tendency of them. 
Whoever by wre/ting ali Offices out of the Houfes of Par- 
liament, thall thereby difable a Parliament to fupprefs a 
Faction, whilft that Faétion fhall arm themfelves with 
all thofe Offices which they have wrefed from the

Law} and it is fcarcely to be expected in fuch a Cir- 
cumitance, that a Parliament, whofe Members are 
{tripped of all Perfonal Authority, will have Weight 
enough reniatning to check the Exorbitance of fuch an 
omnipotent Faction. 

Ir was from thefe. Struggles for Power, amongit 
thofe who fet out as the Friends of Liberty, that me 
moit virtuous Caufe in the World, the Detence of the 
Conflitution againft the Enormities of a moit arbitrary 
Reign was betray’d: So that if CHarLes THE 
Seconp’s Minifters, at the Time of his Rettoration, 
had mot been Men of incorruptuble Fidelity to their 
Country, the Rights of the People had never been re- 
covered: One Side having vetted Sovereign Power in 
the Army, and the other Side being as zealous to efta- 
bfifh Abtolute Power in the Prince. ‘The Odium with 
which the former had been attended, made the latter 
for aSeaion moft Popular ; and had not the King been 
then in the Hands of an upright Admuniitration, the 

' Liberties of this Nation had been compleatly abolithed. 

Tirest unhappy- Divsttens were the Caufe of all the 
publick Misfortunes, after the Power of the Crown 
was broken in Charles the Firf’s Reign. Whitelock 
fays in 1646, after the Sedf-denying Ordinance had pafled, 
‘ We may here take Notice of the Uncertainty of 
‘ worldly Affairs; when the Parliament and their 
‘ Army had fubdued the common Enemy, then they 
‘ quarrelled amongit themfelves, the Army againit the 
‘ Parliament ; when they were pretty well pieced to- 

« gether again, then the Apprentices and others make 
‘ an Infurreétion againit the Army and Parliament. 

‘ Tuvus we were in Continual Perplexines and Dan- 
< gers, and fo it will be with all who fhall engage in 
the like Troubles.’ 

Acain, he obferves in the Year 1649. 

‘ Tus was a Year of great Perplexity and as 
to the publick Affairs in the Caufe of the Parliament. 
The publick Bufinefs ftood on this Foot ; if the Par- 
liament had loft but one Battle, all who were enga- 
ged with them had been in Danger of Ruin, as'to 
their Lives and Fortunes; and tho’ they gained many 
Battles, yet their Enemies {till contmued of Power to 
raife frefh Parties and new Troubles againit them.

* WHEN they were fubdued, then the fame Soldiers 
fought againit their own Matters and Fellow Soldiers ; 
witne{s the Agitators, Levellers, and Mutineers. 

* Tuose ofthe Army tumed Head againft Them 
from whom they had received Commiflions to be az 
Army, and bent their Arms againit thofe who had 
empowered them to bear Arms. 

‘ We may from hence take Notice, of the vaft Ha- 
zard Men undergo by engaging in fuch Affairs as 
thefe were, in which the Conquered were ruined, and 
the Conquerors did thereby but create to theméelves 
new Wars and Troubles. 

* Success raifed in many of them an Haughtinefs 
of Mind, and a Roaming of Imagination ; every one, 
or moft of them, expeéted to have his private Fancy 
to be put in Adtion, and to de /ittle /efi than Princes. 
‘ To effect fomething dreamt on to this Purpote, 
many Wits were working ; fome were for one thing,. 
fome for another, and all were violent in their Way, 
and brought into feveral Parties and Factions. 

‘ Tue Army was divided into Levellers and difci- 


Royalifts and Republicans; the whole Nation was 


‘ Tue Parliamentarians were again divided into 
Presbyterians, Independents, Anabaptifls, Fifth Mo- 
narchy Men, and many other Perfuafions ; and none 
but the moft miferable of ail Cures for the fick State, 
no uniting of Divifions but by a greater Calamity, 
by the Sword. 


then thofe of the Parliament Party united together to 
oppofe the King’s ; and when that Work was done, 
then they fell at Variance amongft theméelves. 
‘ Trius we find it was by the precedent Story, and 
this may be a fufficient Argument that there is nei- 
ther Safety nor Diicretion for any who can avoid it, 
to engage in Matters of this Natare. 
‘ We who were engaged in thofe before-mentioned, 
were unexperienced in thefe Things, and in the Con- 
fequences of thein, flipped into them by Degrees, 
and before many of us were aware of them: and by 
being once in, were, by little and little, plunged 
farther in, and knew not how to get out again. 
* Bur thofe that have the Examples and Warning of 
the Age preceding, and have in Part known, and 
heard their Fathers relate the Mileries and deep Cala- 
mities of the Civil War in their Days, and to both 
Parties, will be inéxcufeable if ever they engage in 
fuch Affairs ; and may they never again fce thofe 
fad Days, which have been in thofe Times whereof 
we read before.’ 
I suaut add to thefe Reflections of Whirelck, Part 
of his Speech againit this Self-denying Ordinance, the 
firft Time when it pafied the Houle of Commons.

‘ I gma. condude with the Exalnple of the Gre- 
cians and Romans, amongi whom, ‘that the greatelt 
Offices, both of Peace and War, were conferred up- 
on their Senators ; and their Reafons were, becaute 
‘ they having greater Intereits than others, were the 
mage capable to do them the greateft Service. — 
‘ Axp havivg the fame Intereft with the Senate, 
and being prefent at all Debates, *they underliood 
theit Butinefs the better, and were lefs apt to break 
that Truft, which fo nearly concerned their private 
[nterefts, which were involved with the publick 5 
and the better they urderftood their Bufinefs, the 
better Service might be expected from them. 
‘Sir, | humbly fubmit the Application to your 
Judgment. Your Anceftors did the fame; they 
thought the Members of Parliament fitteit to be em- 
pioyed in the greatefi Offices : | hope you will be of 
the fame Judgment, and not at this lime pafs this 
Ordinance, thereby to difcourage your faithful Ser- 
vants.’

FE have received from Palermo a printed Ac- 
\ count of the publick Entry which Don Carlos 
made there on the 30th ult. in the Morning. 

His Highnefs was received upon the Plain of St. 
Erafmus by the Guards, and being accompany’d by the 
Grandees, the Deputies and the Nobility of the City, 
he enter’d it on Horfeback under a Canopy through 
the Gate of the Greeks, with the Acclamations of the 
People, to whom Money was diltributed. When he 
arrived at the Dome, he aicended the Throne, where 
after the finging of Te Deum, the Clergy and Barons 
of the Kingdom pay'd their Homage to him, and his 
Highnels fwore to maintain their Privileges. The 
City of Palermo has prefented him with one Crimfon 
Damask Tent laced with Goldy containing four Apart- 
ments, and another Tent of Cloth of Gold, witn fix 
ealy Chairs, fix Stools, fix little Tables of Agat, and 
fix Looking-Glafles, with Pillars of Lapis Lazuli. 
Don Carlos is thi Day returned hither; and a Prag- 
matick is ilued againit Extravagance in Lace, and in 
Embroidery of Gold and Silver, which alfo forbids 
the keeping of a fuperfluous Number of Coaches, 
Footmen, &c 

Ferrara, July 20. They write from Rome, that the 
“Archbifhoprick of ‘Toledo will, in the next Confitory, 
be granted to Don Louis, the youngett. Infante of 
Spam, that till he be of Age, the Revenues will be 
admuniller'd by ol Coadjutor, who 18 to be the Bithop of 
Cordoua; that on the other hand all Pretenfions to the 
Dutchy of Cajtro are to be renounced, and that all the 
Affairs which are in Difpute between the two Courts of 
Rome and Spain, are to be regulated. ‘The Trenches 
were open'd before Mirandola on the 17th ; but little 
Advance is made in the Siege, becaufe of the continual 
Fire of the Garifon; and Colonel Genz who com- 
nands there, feems refolved to defend it to the laft Ex- 
tremity. ‘he Prince de Caftiglione having been at 
St. Martin de Bozolo to pay a Vifit to the King of 
Sardinia and to the Marfhal de Noailles, he was re- 
ceived with Beat of Drum, &c. and had Affurance 
given him that he fhall be reftored to his Principality. 
‘The Report that a new Coin was current in the King of 
Sardinia’s Army, with that Prince’s Title as Duke of 
Milan, is without Foundation. 

Vienna, ‘July 25. ‘The old Count Maximilian of 
Staremberg, who was lately remarried, hada Fit of 
an Apoplexy Yeflerday, and continues very ill. "Tis 
faid that-a Marriage is concluded between Prince An- 
thony William, Brother to the Marquis of Baden-Baden, 
ft Daughter of the Duke d’Arem- 
berg. ‘There is Advice from Conftantinople of an- 
other Battle between the Armies of Periia and the 
Porte, wherein the Turks were totally defeated, by 
the following Stratagem.

Marauders, who were ftragling about without Leave - 
their Officer, having been apprehended by the Gran 
Provoft of the Army, the Marfhal de Noailles con- 
demned three of them to be put to Death, and the Lot 
fell upon a Foot Soldier, a Cuiratiier, and a Corporal. 
The latter being efteemed by all the Officers as the 
bravett Soldier in the Army, they made all poffible In- 
tereft to obtain his Pardon from the Marfhal ; bat he 
could not be prevailed on to grant it : However, they 
managed it fo, that during the Execurion of the other 
two, the Corporal made his Efcape.

The Negotiations with the 
Deputies of Hamburgh are intirely fufpended, and "ts 
faid they are fhortly to return home. . 
Heidelberg, Fuly 31. We have received Advice, that 
the firft Column of the Ruffian Troops, confifting of 
13,000 ‘effective Men, was already arrived in the 
Bifhoprick of Wurtzbourg, and that the fecond Column, 
confifting of 17,000, had alfo reached the Frontiers of 
Bohemia.
